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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 23, 25-27, 30-61 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claim 23, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein the spatially 
separated spectral components are changed into a parallel beam bundle" and in combination with 
the other recited limitations of claim 23. Claims 25 is allowed by virtue of dependency on the 
allowed claim 23. 

Regarding claim 26, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein means are 
provided for changing the spatially separated spectral components into a parallel beam bundle" 
and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 26. Claims 30, 32, 34, 36, 38, 40, 
42-44, 46, 48, 50, 52, 54, 56, 58, and 60 are allowed by virtue of dependency on the allowed 
claim 26. 

Regarding claim 27, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein means are 
provided for changing the spatially separated spectral components into a parallel beam bundle" 
and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 27. Claims 31, 33, 35, 37, 39, 41, 
45, 47, 49, 51, 53, 55, 57, 59, and 61 are allowed by virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 
27.
